Residents, who want to fill a vacancy on 
the Crawford County Board = of 
Commissioners, have until the end of the 
week to file an application with the county. 

Dave Stephenson, who has served on the 
county board since 2003, was forced to 
resign from the board on Tuesday, May 15. 
Stephenson, who has been chairman of the 
board for several years, and his wife, Ann 
have built a new house. 

The home is in Crawford County’s Sixth 
District, which covers Lovells Township 
and the eastern portion of Grayling Charter 
Township. 

By filing his paperwork to run in the 
sixth district, Stephenson had to resign 
from the board. 

“There’s nothing Ican do, That’s the 
law,” Stephenson said. “You have to reside 
in the district of the people who elected 
you.” 

Stephenson was elected to serve on the 
board in Crawford County’s Fifth District, 
which covers a portion of Grayling Charter 
Township located northeast of the City of 
Grayling. 

New commissioner districts were 
redrawn and adopted by the county board in 
June 2011. 

Rick Anderson, the vice chairman for the 
board of commissioners, is currently serv- 
ing as the sixth district commissioner, 
Anderson is running for reelection in the 
new fifth district. The districts are in place

Fire starts in woods by Camp Grayling range

A fire, which was started by small arms firing, 
destroyed about 80 acres of woods at Camp 
Grayling. 

The fire started around 4 p.m. as units were 
using small arms weapons on Camp Grayling’s 
multi-purpose machine gun range. 

Lt. Col. Jim Gardiner, the deputy post com- 
mander at Camp Grayling, said every fifth round 


fired is a tracer round, which includes an incendi- 
ary, 80 troops can see what they are firing at. 

“If it’s dry, it can catch the woods on fire, 
which is what happened in this case,” Gardiner 
said. 


Camp Grayling and Michigan Department of 


Natural Resources battled the fire, which burned 
about 80 acres of woods located north of Howe 
Road. 

Firefighters had the blaze contained Saturday, 


but it was still burning Monday afternoon in a 
swainpy, wetland area located by Portage Creek. 

Army National Guard helicopters were dump- 
ing “Bambi Buckets” of water on the fire Sunday 
and Monday. 

“It’s not a sport where they can get in there 
with vehicles to fight it?” Gardiner said. “That’s 
why we requested the helicopters to come in and 
hit from the air.”

Oil firm agrees to aii reverse 911 eres for smut

A subsidiary of a national oil and gas explo- 
ration firm is footing the bill for technology that 
will warn residents in Crawford County when 
there is a gas leak or wildfire. 

BreitBurn Operating LP is based in Gaylord. 
The company operates oil fields in Beaver Creek 
Township and Frederic Township. 

While developing a extensive and long range 
emergency plan for the oil fields, Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp started look- 
ing into reverse 911 systems, The system, 
through the use of a computer database, would 
contact residents with a recorded message when 
there is an impending danger. 

“This system would make 100 phone calls 
simultaneously, within a five-minute period, with 
a 30 second message,” Holtcamp said. 

During a wildfire, the message would tell resi- 
dents the direction of the fire, to vacate their 


homes and where to go. 

“That’s as simple as you’ want to make it,” 
Holtcamp said. 

In oil fields, hydro carbon gas or H2s is 
stripped from the oil and placed back into the 
ground in a disposal well. Commonly known a 
sour gas, because it smells like rotten boiled eggs, 
the gas is not marketable and can be deadly if 
there is a large release. The gas releases when 
pressure valves fail or there is a big change in the 
temperature. 

in Beaver Creek Township, there are 44 homes 
surrounding BreitBurn’s oil field. 

Emergency officials contacted Frontier 
Communications and learned that it would cost 
$10,000 for a basic reverse 911 system. For an 
advanced system, which is capable of contacting 
default phone numbers, sending text and e-mail 


_ messages, sending faxes and detecting when a. 


message goes to an answering machines, the cost 
is $14,981. 


BreitBurn has agreed to pay for the system 
which will cover the entire county. 

“They would have spent this money to take 
care of the 44 residents,” Holtcamp said. “It’s just 
a plus that we can put the whole county into this.” 

Larry Akers, the emergency management and 
911 director for Crawford County, will be able to 
develop databases to inform Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, the schools and nursing homes-when 
there is impending danger. 

The reverse 911 system will also generate 
reports, telling which people have been contacted 
or have not received a message when an alert is 
sent. 

“It makes it so such better for emergency serv 
ices and the folks in those areas,” Holtcamp said. 

The county, fire departments and township 
halls will have forms for residents to update their

Thanksgiving features floor-to- 
ceiling televised football plus 
bloated stomachs, and also kicks 
off the “official” Christmas shop- 
ping season — although more and 
more the Christmas buying frenzy 
is pushing toward Labor Day. 

Americans also create new holi- 
days. Thanksgiving as we know it 
is an all-American holiday. So is 
Mother’s Day.

Don’t forget veterans on Memorial Day weekend 


are Martin Luther King Day in 


January, and Kwanzaa in 
December. 
As years pass, ingenious 


Americans surely will pair the 
virlue of recognizing honor on the 
one hand, and a growing desire for 
personal leisure on the other with 
new holiday ideas. 

*K * * 

MEMORIAL DAY qualifies in 
both categories: It is an American 
invention, which is losing its orig- 
inal meaning. 

Memorial Day began in the 
South in the 1860s, when a hand- 
ful of southern women decorated 
graves of soldiers killed in the 
Civil War, both Confederate 
graves and Union graves, In earli- 
er days, this rite of recognition was 
known as Decoration Day. 

The observance over the years 
broadened in significance as 
America’s military casualty list 
has grown to include the dead 
from the Spanish American War, 
World War t, World War I], Korea, 
Vietnam, Persian Gulf, Iraq, 
Afghanistan ——- America’s longest 
war, still claiming casualties after 
11 years and eight months — and 
other shorter and more confined 
warfare where American service 
personnel have died. 

Hopetully the casualty list will 


grow no more, but reality indicates 
it will. 

The Grand Army of the 
Republic (GAR), dedicated to the 
Union cause, in 1868 picked May 
30 as its official observance of 
Memorial Day. 

Across the South, different 
states selected different dates for 
their Memorial Days, with several 
opting for June 3, the birth date of 
Jefferson Davis, first president of 
the Confederacy. 


IN MUCH OF = smalliown 
America of the past, Memorial 


Day brought a day of patriotic cel- 
ebration. 

As a child growing up in 
Coldwater, I well remember the 
parade of strutting veterans, most- 
ly in uniform if possible, and 
school bands marching to Oak 
Grove Cemetery at the western 
edge of town. 

My great-grandfather, a proud 
and wounded Civil War veteran, 
marched in those parades as long 
as he was able, and then settled for 
riding down Chicago Street in an 
automobile. 

At the cemetery, a state legisla- 
tor or some local politician would 
give a speech, someone else recil- 
ed the Getlysburg Address, the 
American Legion drill squad fired 


arifled salute, a high school bugler 
sounded Taps. 

In the nearby Coldwater River, 
Gold Star mothers dropped flow- 
ers from a bridge to honor Navy 
dead. 

Veterans’ groups and other civic 
organizations placed markers, 
flowers and flags on the graves of 
military veterans. 

Some version of this sort of 
observance still happens in many 
American communities — mostly 
smaller towns — but generally not 
with the same depth of response or 
enthusiasm or meaning as in long 
past years. 

Of course, any comparison of 
today with the past is largely a 
matter of personal perspective. 
When one grows older, I have 
noticed, memories of things past 
sometimes fade in the accuracy of 
remembered details, but often 
grow in importance. 

* * * 

AS TIME passes, Memorial Day 
in America has changed. 

Many families each May make it 
a point to place flowers and other- 
Wise spruce up gravesites of fami- 
ly members. 

But to most Americans, 
Memorial Day now is simply a 
long weekend, welcomed as the 
start of summer. It signals time to 


put in the dock and open the cot- 
tage up north, polish up the golf 
game, plant tomatoes or flowers in 
home gardens, get together for 
family picnics. 

The holiday even has been 
moved from May 30, the tradition- 
al day, to a nearby Monday, to cre- 
ate an artificial long weekend at 
the expense of tradition, which 
further (wists the reason for 
Memorial Day in the first place. 

The American people seem to 
like it that way, and it certainly . 
doesn’t make a bit of difference to 
the deceased veterans whom 
Memorial Day was designed to 
honor. 

But it does detract from the 
meaning and significance of the 
holiday, and in doing so, it dimin- 
ishes a bit more of our American 
heritage. 

We should all take at least a few 
moments on Memorial Weekend 
to remember those who have 
served our country by military ser- 
vice, especially those who have 
given their lives for the rest of us. 

They have earned it.

Protecting the Great Lakes is an ongoing task 


The Great Lakes are 
many things: drivers of 
America’s economy, invalu- 
able Jinks in our transporta- 
tion system, source of 
drinking water for millions, 
vast spaces for recreation, 
and source of identity and 
culture. As the weather 
warms up and we celebrate 
Earth Day, it’s worth 
reminding ourselves of why 
the lakes are so important — 
and of our responsibilities 
as their stewards. 

A few weeks ago, I joined 
with Sen. Ron Kirk of 
Illinois, my co-chair on the 
Senate Great Lakes Task 
Force, and other Great 
Lakes lawmakers to advo- 
cate for important programs 
as Congress considers the 
2013 budget. 

In letters to our col- 
leagues on the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, 
we focused on the follow- 
ing: 

Support for the presi- 
dent’s funding request for 
the Great Lakes Restoration 
Initiative, which addresses 
invasive species, contami- 
nation and pollution, and 
encourages government 
agencies at all levels of gov- 
ernment to work together to 
protect the lakes. Continued 
funding is vital for a whole 
host of restoration and pro- 
tection cfforts, and pro- 
duced measurable results. 

The need to extend the 
Army Corps of Engineers’ 
emergency authority to pre- 
vent the spread of aquatic 
invasive species from the 
Mississippi River basin to 
the Great Lakes. The elec- 
tric fence in the Chicago 
Sanitary and Ship Canal,

the main link between the 
river and the lakes, is an 
important aspect of this. But 
as concerns grow about the 
possibility that Asian carp 
and other damaging species 
could find other ways into 
the lakes, we asked appro- 
priators to ensure that the 
Corps’ authority covers any 
potential water pathway. 

Support for the 
International Joint 
Commission, which moni- 
tors and supports cross- 
boundary environmental 
needs of the Great Lakes 
between the U.S, and 
Canada, and the Great. 
Lakes Fishery Commission, 
which works to prevent the 
spread of the aggressive, 
invasive species such as the 
sea lamprey. These bodies 
help ensure that internation- 
al borders and boundaries 
between states, localities 
and tribal governments do 
not hamper our efforts to 
protect the lakes. 

Support for the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration's Coastal 
Zone Management 
Program, which gives states 
grant opportunities to work 
with the federal government 
to protect and restore 
coastal zone areas across 
the nation, including the 
Great Lakes region, 

It’s significant that Great 
Lakes lawmakers of both 
parties are working together 
to support these important 
efforts. But our work does 
not end with these pro- 
grams, 

I’ve also encouraged my 
colleagues on the 
Appropriations Committee 
to boost funding for other 
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efforts to block the spread 
of Asian carp and for 
research into longer-term 
and less expensive solutions 
to the Asian carp problem. 
We should fund efforts to 
analyze on an urgent basis 
the separation of the Great 
Lakes and Mississippi River 
watersheds to prevent the 
spread of invasive species. 
We need to continue strong 
funding for efforts to con- 
trol the sea lamprey. And 
I’ve asked them to restore 
funding omitted in this 
year’s budget for the Great 
Lakes Fishery and 
Ecosystem Restoration 
Program, which helps com- 
bat damage to important 
habitats, 

I’m also working to 
ensure that the Great Lakes 
remain a foundation of the 
regional economy by push- 
ing for enhanced funding of 
harbor maintenance. There 
is a backlog of maintenance 
needs for harbors on the 
Great Lakes and around the 
nation, yet we are failing to 
use money from a trust fund 
intended for harbor mainte- 
nance, I’m hopeful 
Congress will act soon to 
free up this money to pro- 
tect this vital economic 
resource, 

Whether you depend on 
the Great Lakes for employ- 
ment, drinking water, recre- 
ation or all of the above and 
more, the preservation of 
these natural jewels is 
among our highest responsi- 
bilities. We must all contin- 
ually fight for the funding 
and focus we need to pro- 
tect our Great Lakes.

This is a quote from Psalm 


Jesus Christ was not only a: 
minister of the Jews to confirm 
the promises made unto the 
fathers for Israel in Romans 
15:8: “8Now I say that Jesus 
Christ was a minister of the cir- 
cumcision for the truth of God, 
to confirm the promises made 
unto the fathers:” But also to 
confirm that the Gentiles were 
to be included in hearing the 
gospel both in the Old 
Testament and in the New 
Testament in Romans [5:9; 
“And that the Gentiles might 
glorify God for his mercy; as it 
is written, For this cause 1 will 
confess to thee among the 
Gentiles, and sing unto thy 
name.”

This truth was repeated by the 
Psalmist in 98:3,4:  “3He hath 
remembered his mercy and his 
truth (oward the house of Israel: 
all the ends of the earth have 
seen the salvation of our God. 
4Make a joyful noise unto the 
LORD, all the earth: make a 
loud noise, and rejoice, and 
sing praise.” 

A third quote is added in 
which the Gentiles are called 
to praise God on their own in 
Romans 15:11: “1 tAnd again, 
Praise the Lord, all ye Gentiles; 
and laud him, all ye people.”

Editor’s note: This is the 
first part of a three-part 
series regarding the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District's Alumni Hall of 
Fame. 

The sixth Crawford 
AuSable School District's 
Alumni Hall of Fame 
induction ceremony was 
held in early this month in 


the Joseph H. Stripe 
Auditorium. 
Initiated in 2004, the 


Alumni Hall of Fame hon- 
ors Grayling High School 
and Frederic High School 
graduates who have 
attained advanced educa- 
tion degrees, have won 
high honors or awards and 
have contributed signifi- 
cantly to the lives of others. 

The Alumni Hall of 
Fame, which is located at 
the entrance of the 
Grayling High School for 
students and visitors to see, 
also provides inspiration to 
students. 

“The Alumni Hall of 
Fame Induction is a cele- 
bration for the inductees as 
well as celebrating the 
legacy of quality academic 
performance of the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District,” said Crawford 
AuSable School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 
“The Crawford AuSable 
School District honors the 
lifetime achtevements of 
the alumni who have 
proved that Crawford 
AuSable Schools graduates 
make an impact across the 
world. The Hall of Fame 
shows that our students 
from Crawford County can 
and do reach amazing 
heights throughout their 
lives. These alumni serve 
as an inspiration to our cur- 
Tent students. Our stu- 
dents know that the future 
is wide open to them.” 

Six graduates were 
included in the 2012 
Alumni Hall of Fame 
induction. The first two 
graduates were inducted 
into the Alumni Hall of 
Fame posthumously. 

« Calvin “Rusty” Gates 
Jr. 

Rusty was 15 in 1970 
when his family moved to 
Grayling, where his par- 
ents, Calvin Gates Sr. and 
Mary, _ started Gates 
AuSable Lodge on the 
Mainstream of the AuSable 
River. He graduated from 
Grayling High School in 
1973. 

Rusty played trombone 
in the band, Rusty won the 
John Phillips Sousa award 
his senior year and contin- 
ued to play the trombone 
throughout the years with 
the Riverland Dixie Band. 

But Gates’ passion for fly 
fishing occupted most of 
his time. 

After Cal Sr. died in 
1983, Gates took over the 
fly shop end of the busi- 
ness. 

He married Julie 
McCredie, another GHS 
graduate in 1988, and the 
two of them began buying 
Gates AuSable Lodge from 
Mary in 1990. 

Over his lifetime, Gates 
became a top-flight fly 
fisherman, fishing guide 
and fly tier. 

But it was his tireless 
defense of his beloved 
AuSable River that 
changed the way many 
Michiganians see their nat- 
ural resources. 

That defense came pri- 
marily through Anglers of 
the AuSable, a grassroots 
organization that originated 
in the summer of 1986. 

Initially, Gates worked to 
oppose those who wanted 
to rescind the Department 
of Natural Resources’ catch 
and release fishing policy 
on the upper section of the 
AuSable’s Main Branch,

popularly known as the 
“Holy Waters.” 

After beginning with a 
dozen or so members, 
Anglers quickly grew to 


over 800 members from 21 


States and four countries. 
In November 1988, the 
Michigan Court of Appeals 
upheld the catch and 
release regulations for the 
mainstream. 

Throughout the years 
and through the Anglers, 
Gates “led numerous. bat- 
tles - many of them suc- 
cessful - against oil and gas 
drillers and other potential 
polluters that he believed 
would have spoiled the 
river and its banks,” wrote 
Eric Sharp, an outdoor 
writer for the Detroit Free 
Press, in a tribute to Rusty. 

On December 19, 2009, 
at age 54, Gates lost a bat- 
tle against lung cancer at 
his home on the banks of 
the AuSable River. 

Gates received many 
environmental awards 
throughout the years. One 
of them was the coveted 
Fly Rod and Reel 
Magazine “Angler of the 
Year” award in 1995 for his 
conservation and cultural 
contributions to the sport of 
fly fishing. 

* Maj. 
Hartwick. 

Edward Hartwick was 
born in St. Louis, on Sept. 
6, 1871, and grew up in 
Grayling, where his father 
operated a hotel. Edward 
was a member of the Class 
of 1889, the first gradua- 
tion class of the new high 
school - located at the pre- 
sent site of Grayling 
Middle School. 

After graduation, 
Hartwick received an 
appointment to the United 


Edward E. 


‘State Military Academy in 


West Point, N.Y. - the first 
person to receive this dis- 
tinction in the county. He 
entered the academy in 
1889 and graduated with 
high honors on June 12, 
1893. Hartwick was initial- 
ly appointed as a second 
lieutenant in the Third 
Cavalry. Then, in August, 
Lt. Hartwick was trans- 
ferred to the Ninth United 
States Cavalry, and he 
served in this regiment for 
the next six years. 

When the Spanish- 
American War broke out in 
1898, the Ninth and Tenth 
Regiments were sent to 
Cuba to fight alongside the 
Rough Riders, Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt’s First 
U.S. Volunteer Cavalry. 

After returning to the 
United States Hatwick took 
leave in October to return 
to Grayling to marry Karen 
(Bessie) Michelson, his

The 


newlyweds returned to 
Arizona, where Lt. 
Hartwick was stationed 


until he resigned his com- 
mission in August 1899. 

Edward and = Karen‘ 
Hartwick returned to 
Grayling, where Edward 
worked as a cashier for 
Grayling State Bank. In 
1900, he bought interest in 
the Hanson-Michelson 
Lumber Company in 
Mason, His partner was 
Nels Michelson, his father- 
in-law. 

Over the next decade and 
a half, Hartwick was 
involved with a number of 
lumber companies and a 
finance company. 

When the United States 
entered World War I, 
Hartwick offered his ser- 
vices to the Army, and he 
was commissioned as a 
Major in September 1917. 
He did not return to the 
cavalry but instead com- 
manded a battalion of the 
20th Regiment of 
Engineers, which was 
made up of foresters, lum-

berjacks and mill workers. 

The 20th Regiment 
arrived in France at the end 
of 1917 and was immedi- 
ately sent to the front. They 
worked through the winter 
building railroads, railroad 
sidings and icehouses, 
However, during this time, 
Maj. Hartwick became ill 
with what was believed to 
be pneumonia. During his 
recovery during March 
1918, he contracted cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis and 
died of the disease on 
March 31, in Dax, France. 

The greatest tribute to 
Maj. Hartwick came from 
his wife. Karen Michelson 
Hartwick purchased an 
8,236-acre tract of Jand 
northeast of Grayling and 
in 1927, she gave it to the 
State of Michigan as a 
memorial to her husband. 
This land, including 80 
acres of old growth white 
pine - the largest remaining 
stand in the Lower 
Peninsula - became the 
Edward E. Hartwick Pines 
Park, today known as 
Hartwick Pines State Park.
